WASHINGTON, March 37. — A cable 


dispatch has been received from 
General Otis saying that the battle 
continued all day on March 37th, 
with the loss of about forty on the 
American side. He says that the 
troops -will press forward in the 
morning. 
Aguinaldo commanded 


the insurgents in person. It In sup- 
posed that the dispatch was sent on 
the evening of Monday (today) 
March :J7th. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.— The fol- 


lowing la the dispatch received 
from General Otis, referred to iu 
the previons bulletin : It reached 
Washington at 8 :65 this morning :

The insurgents will 
make their last stand probably at 
Malolos. 


United States 
ganboats were 


shelling Malabon for several hours 
Sunday afternoon, and the Filipinos 
were apparently withdrawing at 
that time. 


RETREAT TO MALOLOS. 


M*In 11 ul? of Atalnatda'tf Army Going To- 


ward* 1IU Capital. 


MANILA, March 27.-3:25 p. m.— 


General MoArthnr's division spent 
the night andtJ morning at Mayka- 
wayan, the next station beyond 
polo. 
After reconnot taring his 


front he paehed along the railroad 
this afternoon towards Malolos. If 
the statement of the thirty-five pris- 
oners captured today la truo, the 
main body of the enemy has re- 
treated to Maloloa, 


Bat there are no more trenches to 


on counter, although over ^ thirty 
villages, including the larger settle- 
ments of Balacan and, Gudguinto 
intervene. 


At every railroad station circulars 


have been posted, signed by the Fil- 
ipino Com mahder-in -Chief Antonio 
Luna, ordering all spies and bearers 
of news to the enemy to be shot 
without trial and instructing thai 
all looters and ravishers bo treated 
in the same manner. 
Farther, all 


towns abandoned by tho Filipino 
troops aro. first to be burned. 


While deploring the existence ol 


war, the circular maintains the nn 
deniable right of the Filiplno.s to 


defend their homes, lives and lands 
against "would-bo domlnak>rs who 
would lull them, their wives and 
children, " adding that this motive 
ought to impell all Filipinos to sac- 
rifice everything. 


The shelling of Paranatjue was 


not premeditated. 
The tnrret ship 


Monadnook anchored off tho town 
and the insurgents, emboldened by 
the long silence of tho warships on 
guard duty, opened fire on her with 
muaketowith the result that one 
man was killed and three were 
wounded. 
The Monadook then de- 


stroyed half the town, including 
the churoh. 


The Washington regiment had an 


exciting experience and displayed 
much gallantry. 
The soldiers 


found a band of insurgents con- 
cealed in a stone house over which 
the French flag was flying. A pri- 
vate volunteered to set fire to the 
building. 
Ho did so and the troops 


approached whon it was burning 
and the Filipinos had apparently 
fled. But they were greeted with, a 
sndden volley from the balcony of 
the house, resulting in the building 
being cleared of the enemy in short 
order.

MABILA, March 27.— 7:40 p. m. — 


A thousand Filipinos, composing 
the roar guard of the rebel army 
which ia retreating on Malolos, 
Aguinaido's headquarters, made a 
stand today iu * some strong en- 
trenchments about fibrllao. across 
jho Mfttilo river. 
In the engage- 


ment eix Americans were hilled, in- 
cluding throe officers and forty wore 
wounded. 


Tho American forces advanced 


!rom Maycanin, (ootMaykawayan), 
;b.9 brlgn'lo oooionnded by Gen. 
Harrison Gray Otis on the loft of 
ihe railroad and General Halo's on 
on tho right. 


They eventually discerned white 


roofs and steeples among tho. groan 
trows beyond tho river, looking not 
unlike a MaHSuohuwtts village. 


The rebels had an nufordable 


river in front of thorn and thoy 
poured in a Ore so ofTootlvo that it 
showed they wero veterans, prob- 
ably members of the native mllitl* 
which the Spaniards organized. 


The American artillery pnt a 


dramatic end to the buttlo. 
Ap- 


MroMhlng, 
under oovor of

rashe*, to about sixty yards from 
the trenches, 
the artillerymen 


merged upon nn open space oom- 
mtndloK the town. 


When the Americans appeared 


they g»v« • great yell and tho Fili- 
pino* were panto Htrlokeo, about 100 
«ektDg Mfety In flight while ft white 
lag was raised by those who were 
n the trenches, who also shouted 
'Agiffos" (friends). Colonel Funs- 
on, with twenty men of the Kansas 
regiment, swam aoroeH the rivor to 
the left of the railroad bridge and 
captured eighty prisoners with all 
their arms. 


The Pennsylvania regiment rip- 


inred forty prisoners. 


By this time the right of the Fill- 


linos was demoralized. 


The Americans refrained from 


turning the town and are resting 
tonight. 
General Otis' brigade is 


crossing the frame work bridge, 
General Bale's brigade remaining 
on the south bank of the river. 


'Tho United States Philippine com- 


mission proposes to iesuo a procla- 
mation immediate)? after tho rebel 
government at Malolos Is dispersed, 
tnllevlng that the most effective 
moment to secure the allegiance of 
the natives will be after they have 
received an object leason of the 
Americans' power. 


THE FALL OF MALI NTA.

States troops, under Brig. Gen. 
Lloyd Wheaton, captured the town 
of Malinta, beyond the Tuliaban 
river, Sunday after a sharp fight. 
Col. Harry C. Egbert, of the Twen- 
ty-second 
regular- Infantry, was 


killed. Prince 'Lowenstein. former- 
ly aide do camp on the staff of Brig- 
adier General Miller at Hollo, some- 
how got in front in tho firing Hue 
and was shot in tho side, dying al- 
most instantly. A German fiiend 
who accompanied him was wound- 
ed. Tho fighting was the fiercest 
of the recently inaugurated cam- 
paign, though the Ameiioan losses 
•were somewhat lighter than those 
of Saturday. The Filipino losses 
were very heavy.

Statement Made to the 


Schell Directors. 


HAD A CONFERENCE. 


They are Trying to Bor- 


row $50,000. 


A Sentinel Reporter Had ati Tu- 


tervion- With Scltell, Who 


Is Under Arrest. 


The directors of tho J. F. Hohell 


Loan and Investment company are 
in the city nnd this afternoon will 
probably determine what course to 
follow in settling with creditors of 
the concern. 
This morning, Rob- 


ertson & O'Rourko. representing 
the six directors ; J. B. Harper, rep- 
resenting Joseph L. Gruhor, and L. 
M. Ninde & Son, representing F. W. 
Antrup, held a consultation in the 
offices of ",ho company and discussod 
the affairs of the concern. 
Thoy 


will meet the directors this after- 
noon and recommend some plan. A 
statement made to the diroctorti 
this morning shows that the un- 
secured liabilities including the 
lease, aggregate $61.000. This is 
the amount of money the gentlo- 
men will ho compelled to pay from 
their own pockets and is not covered 
by suoh Rseots as the furniture and 
the property turned ovor by Mr. 
Sohell. The secured liabilities are 
in excess of $100,000. Two plans 
are being discu«Bed. 


First, nn effort is being made to 


borrow $50,000 or $55,000 and give a 
mortgage therefor. If this can bo 
done the debts of tho company will 
bo paid and a reorganization pur- 
footed. The gentleman bollovo that 
property conducted there is money 
to be mado nnd that in a few years 
tbo big mortgage can bo wiped out 
by profits in tho businees. Tt is 
possible, too, that some puichosor 
may be found for the records, which 
are considered invaluable, and that 
the business will be conducted by a 
now' company. 
No person with 


$50. 000 to loan has boon found who 
is willing to mnko the loan unless 
the wives of the directors sign tho 
mortgagee, and this some of the 
women decline to do. They tell 
their husbands they will take no 
further ohanros on loss. 


Another plan Is to go into volun- 


tary bankruptcy. While this plan 
is being dlsoaoHod tho directors hope 
that it will not havo to be adopted. 
Borne of the creditors have been 
threatening to throw ttie company 
into involuntary bankruptcy, and if 
no agreement is reached today suoh 
proceedings may be ojmmom-ad by 
tomorrow. The outlook at pioeont 
Is that all tho creditors will rooolvo 
in full all tho monoy that is due 
them. 


This afternoon the directors aro 


in oonferenoo with their attorneys. 


SCHELL UNDER ARREST.

An affidavit was made by Sheriff 


Melohing lato Saturday afternoon 
and at 6 o'clock ho went to tho 
Lakeside homo of Mr. and Mrs. 
Schell and road the warrant. The 
affidavit is mado in tho case of 
Appolina Gehaot whioli dates back 
to December, 
189U, whon Mrs. 


Gahant borrowed $500 from Enholi 
and gave a mortgage for tho amount. 
Tho mortgage was to run for three 
years. 
In November, 1898, Mrs. 


Gohant eays she paid Efhell $200, 
with the un dors landing that it wns 
to ba applied to tho mortgnge. She 
finds now that tho money has never 
been credited and that the mortgago 
is owned by Ueorya MnoKenzie, o£ 
Butler street.

tbo Sohell homo they were pleas- 
antly greeted by Mrs. Sohell, who 
believed that ^they had como to 
servo papers in some new civil cnse. 
Mr. Stoat did have some civil pa- 
pore, which ho read, and thon tho 
sheriff read tho warrant for Schell's 
arrest. He collapsed as soon as ho 
realized what it all meant.

Sohell was not in tho room. 
She 


was summoned and leaning over the 
bed the husband told what had 
happened. Then followed a heart- 
rending 
scone, 
which wns too 


mnoli for the officers, who retired 
from tho room and loft husband 
and wife alone for a few momenta. 
Later (Sheriff Melching had a talk 
with Mr. Bohell, whose condition is 
such that he cannot bo removed 
from hla home. It was decided that 
he should remain at his home in 
oaro of a deputy sheriff until he was 
nblo to give bond or could bo re- 
moved to the jail. Tho bond was 
fixed at tU.OCO, and the preliminary 
hearing will bo had Saturday in 
-lustloa Bullormttn's oourt, provided 
Mr. Sohell Is able to leave his home.
